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Wittal addresses resident concerns over money

Following one resident ’s inquiries to the Review, 
town officials have addressed some questions 
that the resident posed regarding monthly pay for 
councillors and the mayor, as well as some other 
questions. 

The mayor makes a monthly honorarium of 
$1,500, plus a $100 allowance for his cellphone, 
and a $21 per month allowance to help pay for 
home Internet, as this role generally requires him 
to check his town email while at home, according 
to the town’s Policy 8001: Council Honourarium. 

If the mayor works more than the expected 40 
hours per month, the extra time is charged at 
$37.50 per hour. 

The deputy mayor makes $980 per month and 
councillors make $860 per month, each receiving 
a $21 supplement for cellphones. 

The first third of the honorariums listed above 
are tax-exempt, and council members can also 
claim $37.50 per hour for extra meetings, includ¬ 
ing council, committee, board, or commission 
meetings, and they cannot claim for the time if 
they are already being reimbursed by said com¬ 
mittee, et cetera. 

Council members can claim an additional $37.50 
per hour for travel on the day prior to, or after a 
full-day meeting, though no travel can be claimed 
if it is done on the same day of a full-day meeting. 

If councillors meet for more than four hours, 
they will receive a daily honorarium of $220, 
whereas if it is under four hours, they will receive 
$150. 

The councillors are not paid more than the 
honorarium for regular council meetings unless 
the number of meetings attended in a year exceed 
17, according to CAO Roy Brown. 

Former mayor Brian Wittal said earlier this 
month that the wages of town council are gener¬ 
ally reviewed every three years prior to an elec¬ 
tion so that the current council sets the wages of 
the incoming council. 

Recently, council voted to keep the wages the 
same, as wages already include calculations for 
increases in the cost of living year over year, 
with stipends being adjusted accordingly every 


January. 

“So if over two or three years, they're keeping 
up with the cost of living, there’s less of a pay 
raise when it is given,” said Wittal. 

The budget for last year’s trip to Miki Town, 
Japan came to a total of $11,500, with $3,423 
being covered through glove royalties, and $8,500, 
which was set aside in the budget, said Wittal. 

For more information as to why council feels 
it beneficial for the town to have a relationship 
with Japan, refer to the mayor's commentary in 
the Sept. 24 issue of the Review, which can be 
found online at (www.didsburyreview.ca), or at 
the Didsbury Review office. 

That commentary also addressed the false 
belief that council takes weekend retreats to the 
Kananaskis Inn. 

For those interested in checking out the town’s 
budget, the town office has brochures and will 
also print out any information that the public 
would like to know about, and all budgetary infor¬ 
mation is available on the town website (www. 
didsbury.ca), said Wittal. 

“I’m a resident here; I want to know what the 
town is doing,” he said, noting that it is frustrating 
to get painted with the same brush as politicians 
like senators Mike Duffy and Pamela Wallin. 

“We’re getting painted and with no credit that 
we’re trying to do the best we can, and look a 
little outside of the box at the bigger picture than 
just Didsbury’s streets all the time.” 

One of the recent issues is that the town has 
had to rehabilitate portions of both Southridge 
Crescent and 23rd Street, he noted, and the 
Southridge work was not planned for in the bud¬ 
get. 

“We (were) in Southridge doing a project that 
we shouldn’t have had to do. It’s due to poor 
construction...we shouldn’t have to be replac¬ 
ing 30-year-old infrastructure there, but we are 
spending money there.” 

It would be nice to do more street maintenance, 
he said, but without additional revenue coming in, 
it is hard to justify when roads do not provide a 
return on the money invested in them. 

He also noted that if residents have a concern 
with how council is doing things, they should sim¬ 
ply visit the town office and ask. 


“If they’re not comfortable talking to me, talk 
to another member of council. They’ve elected 
us thinking that we’re going to meet their needs. 
We can’t represent (residents) if they don’t ask us 
questions, tell us what it is they are thinking, or 
what it is they would like to see.” 

The town office posts things online, including 
council agendas and meeting highlights, he added. 

“We post things. It’s not my fault that (people) 
don’t have a computer or don’t read the informa¬ 
tion that we send out in our utility bills when we 
do our budget. We have the brochure about the 
budget, how your dollars were spent. Those go 
out and they’re here (in the office)." 

The information is posted on Facebook, on the 
website, and officials make efforts to make all the 
information available, he said.

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Flu clinics offer vaccinations at the hospital

The Didsbury Hospital held two of 
three flu clinics last week, and officials 
encouraged people to take the oppor¬ 
tunity to get their immunizations, and 
if they miss the clinics, to obtain the 
shot elsewhere. 

Dr. Judy MacDonald, medical offi¬ 
cer of health for the Alberta Health 
Services Calgary Zone, said the vac¬ 
cinations this year provide protection 
against three different strains of influ¬ 
enza that may be circulating. 

“So there were two influenza A 
strains, one of which is H3N2, and the 
other one is HINI, .and then there’s an 
influenza B strain,” said MacDonald. 

Every year, the formulation for the 
vaccine is based on the monitoring 
that the World Health Organization 


does around the world, which tries to 
predict what strains will be circulating 
in the northern hemisphere at this time 
of year, she said. 

“So that’s the expectation. At this 
point it's a little early in the season to 
say exactly what we’re seeing, but so 
far so good,” she added. 

The vaccine is available free of 
charge to everyone six months of age 
or older who is living, working or going 
to school in Alberta, and she added 
everyone can benefit from receiving 
the vaccine. 

“But there are people who are at 
higher risk of influenza-related compli¬ 
cations, which can be hospitalization, 
pneumonia, and even death,” she said. 

Those at higher risk include children 
under the age of five and those 65 years 
of age and older, as well as pregnant 
women and those with chronic medi¬ 


cal conditions like heart disease, lung 
disease, kidney disease, diabetes, or 
those who are immune compromised. 

Although there are those who go out 
and get the vaccine, they still claim to 
get sick, sometimes around the time 
of receiving the vaccine, but she noted 
that the viruses contained in the vac¬ 
cines are inactivated. “I can say with 
the ii\jected, inactivated vaccines that 
we use that there is no possibility of 
getting influenza from the vaccine. It 
just is not going to happen.” 

She noted because there are many 
other viruses circulating at this time 
of the year, sometimes people pick 
up something else that causes similar 
symptoms, but is not influenza. 

“They think that it must be because 
they get the vaccine, so I think that’s 
a misconception. I think it’s the most 
important thing people can do to pre¬ 


vent influenza, is get the vaccine every 
year, and they not only protect them¬ 
selves but others around them.” 

There are a number of ways to 
receive the vaccine she said, as it’s also 
available through family physicians or 
pharmacies. 

“They just have to call to see if those 
people have the vaccine, or even get 
them through public health later. If 
they miss the big clinics, they can 
always get it through public health.” 

Didsbury’s public health unit is locat¬ 
ed within the hospital, and there are 
also many places in the larger urban 
centres that will have the shots avail¬ 
able upon request, she noted. 

There will be one more flu clinic at 
the Didsbury Hospital, which will take 
place this week, Wednesday, Oct. 30, 
from noon to 7 p.m. in the dining room 
of Unit 3.

In Europe, in the Middle Ages, poor and elderly ladies 
often fed alley cats. After the witch hysteria struck 
Europe, homeless women were accused of witchery, 
and their black cat companions were deemed guilty of 
witchery by association. 

Some believe that if a black cat crosses their path by 
moonlight, it means death in an epidemic.

The high cost of a university education

Sadly, many students graduate to 
find that their $30,000 debt (cross¬ 
country average) has bought them 
employment prospects no better 
than what they had when they left 
high school. After four or more 
years on campus, they emerge 
on the wrong side of the skills- 
without-jobs . . . jobs-without-skills 
gap that the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce estimates will see over 
half a million post-secondary gradu¬ 
ates working in low skills jobs by 
2016, while 1.5-million skilled jobs 
go unfilled. So what’s the problem? 

A study released recently by CIBC 
World Markets reached the unsur¬ 
prising conclusion that too few 
students are choosing to study in 
high demand areas. Deputy chief 
economist Benjamin Tal, co-author 
of the report stated: “Despite the 
overwhelming evidence tliat one’s 
field of study is the most important 
factor determining labour market 
outcomes, today's students have not 
gravitated to more financially advan¬ 
tageous fields in a way that reflects 
the changing realty of the bilxmr 
market Across subjects, the big¬ 
gest bang for the buck comes from 
fields such as medicine, law and 
engineering. A look at the dispersion 
of earnings across fields of study 
shows them is a much greater risk of 
falling into a lower income category 
for graduates of the humanities and 
social sciences . . . Most Canadians 
are aware that, on average, your 
(Kids to earn more are better with a 
degree in engineering than a degree 
in medieval history.” 

Tire CIBC study comes after 
commentators, including me, have 
|K>inted out the folly of continu¬ 
ing to waste precious educational 


dollars to turn out huge numbers 
of surplus arts and social sci¬ 
ence students, while turning away 
applicants for in-demand fields. 
Compounding their appalling aca¬ 
demic inertia, universities are deal¬ 
ing with revenue shortfalls by cut¬ 
ting back engineering, medicine 
and other skilLs-short enrollment 
in equal proportion to skilLs-surphis 
programs, killing the aspirations of 
an even greater number of high- 
achieving students, while further 
reducing the economic competive- 
ness of our nation. 

Even tiny steps towards reduc¬ 
ing arts funding meet with vocal 
opposition. Last month’s decision 
by the University of Alberta to axe 
20 arts programs, none of which 
had more than 10 students enroll 
at any point in the past eight years, 
came under heavy fire from ever- 
vigilant defenders of arts funding. 

Feeling the heat, academia’s 
vested interests have shifted 
into defence mode, as evidenced 
by a commentary headlined 
“Universities educate, employers 
train" by Max Blouw, chair of the 
Council of Ontario Universities 
and president of Wilfrid Laurier 
University, which ran Sept. 3 in 
the Globe and Mail. Here are few 
excerpts from his commentary: 

“Universities are primarily in the 
business of positive human devel¬ 
opment . . . The university experi¬ 
ence enhances self-awareness and 
personal competencies . . . Our 
economic health depends upon the 
critical thinkers . . . The next gen¬ 
eration of leaders . . . can only be 
truly great if employers understand 
and value a university degree as a 
broad education, not specific skills 
training”. 

Blouw’s take on the mission of 


universities is an astonishingly 
clear enunciation of the very rea¬ 
son that so many of his gradu¬ 
ates find themselves facing dismal 
career prospects. And his deroga¬ 
tory labelling of graduates from fac¬ 
ulties that do provide specific skills 
training as “cookie cutter workers” 
would come as a surprise to medi¬ 
cal specialists striving to deal with 
complex diseases, or to chemists 
whose work has led to the develop¬ 
ment of myriad synthetic products 
that have transformed our lives, 
or to engineers whose work deliv¬ 
ers the technological wonders that 
surround us. Most assuredly, these 
professionals are self-aware critical 
thinkers, but medical doctors have 
also learned the knowledge of the 
human body discovered by those 
who have come before, chemists 
have learned the facts about the 
molecular interactions that form 
the foundation of their work, 
and engineers have learned the 
adv anced mathematics and physics 
principles needed to safely design 
a bridge or calculate the gravita¬ 
tional forces upon a satellite flying 
through interstellar space. 

It is simply incomprehensible to 
me to assert that the role of univer¬ 
sities is to graduate students with¬ 
out such basic foundation knowl¬ 
edge and then to expect employers 
to provide it It's time for Prof. 
Blouw and his colleagues to put the 
interests of their students, and our 
country, ahead of defending their 
elitist perch in those hallowed ivory 
towers.
